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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 3-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lee et al. in view of Vazvan et al. 

Lee et al. shows all of the limitations of the claims except for evaluating or 
calculating price. 

Lee et al. shows, figure 6, a method for dynamically updating master controllers 
(electric device). Steps 201 and 203 show receiving a list of available files from a 
remote site (providing software merchandise). Step 206 shows selecting 
(communicating) files (parts) from list. Step 208 retrieves the custom selected files 
(outputting). Step 21 1 updates software and/or firmware (upgrading prior version). 
From column 14, version identifiers (serial numbers) are used to identify version, age, 
compatibility and other information associated with software on master controller 28. 
Software may include content provider interfaces to provide communication services 
with various content providers, other user or retailer (payment/authorization inherent) 
added software, or other suitable software. For example, a security and home 
protection service may load custom software onto master controller 28. The software 
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elements may have respective associated identifiers that may be used by the present 
method or the various software elements may share identifiers. 

Vazvan et al. teaches a multimode universal mobile telecommunications system. 
Column 11, lines 43-46 teach a well-known concept, by adding software and signaling 
information, the selection could be based on the evaluation of the price, capacity and 
quality, or only the price, for example. This is done in order to get the best value for 
your money. 

Based on the teaching of Vazvan et al., it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to modify the Lee et al. 
system to incorporate an evaluation of software versus price in order to get the best 
value for your money.
